Note on the details of discussions and decisions taken at the 
State Co-operation Ministers' Conference held at 
Srinagar m June 1960 

At the Conference of State Ministers for Co-operation 
held at Snnagar in June 1960 the following subjects were 
discussed 

1 Report of the Expert Committee on Cooperative 
Credit. 

2 Report of the Working Group on Cooperative Far- 
ming 
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3 Broad outlines of Cooperative Development during 
the Third Five Year Plan 

4 Simplification of Cooperative Law and procedure 

5 Cooperative Education and Training 

Items 1 and 2 were discussed at great length and the 
States' representatives expressed their views The mam re- 
commendations of the Committee on Cooperative Farming 
were broadly endorsed No specific decisions were however taken 

or recorded at the conference 

The recommendations of the Expert Committee and the 
Working Group were examined by the Government of India 
subsequently m the light of the discussions at the conference 
and certain proposals were placed before the National Deve- 
lopment Council, which m its meeting held on the 13th 
September 1960, generally approved them These proposals 
approved by the National Development Council, constitute 
the final decisions and the Government of India have request- 
ed the State Governments to give effect to them These deci- 
sions are 

COOPERATIVE CREDIT 

(1) Th6 principle that cooperatives should be organised 
on the basis of village community was re-affirmed It was 
however, accepted that where villages were too small, the 
number of villages to be covered by a society might be 
increased m the interests of viability, subject to the condition 
that the total population of all the villages should not exceed 
3,000 l e 600 families 

(n) The State may participate in the share capital of 
primary agricultural credit societies, to the extent of share 
capital contributed by members and subject to a maximum 
limit of Rs 5,000 respectively 

(m) To encourage and enable co-operative societies to 
extend credit facilities to all classes of cultivators, it was 
agreed that outright grants might be made by Government 
towards special bad debts reserves of Central Banks and 
primary cooperatives at 1% and 3% respectively of the addi- 
tional loans made by them during a year over those advanced 
by them in the precedmg year

in each district and to organise 10 cooperative farming socie- 
ties m each project, which are expected to lead the way

Recommendation of the Nijalingappa Committee on 
Cooperative Farming 
Pattern of Organisation 

Composition of Membership 
The membership of the Cooperative Farming Societies 
should be open to all cultivators whether landowners, tenants 
or landless workers The Cooperative Farming Society would 
have a greater chance of success if the membership is broad 
based homogeneity of interests is maintained, overwhelming 
majority of members participate in farm work and economic 
status of members is more or less equal 

2 Size of a Cooperative Farm 

No minimum size need be laid down As regards the 
maximum size compact and homogeneous units are likely to 
prove successful and that it would be an advantage if more 
than one Cooperative farming society are organised m a 
village of average size 

3 Return to land Pooled 

It would be better if the return for land pooled by 
various members is paid out of the net income of the farm 
after meeting all expenses 

Ownership of land pooled by the members should be 
recognised and the mode of providing return on such owner- 
ship may be left to be decided by individual societies 

4 Cottage and Village Industries 
Every society should prepare a scheme for development 
of industries allied to agriculture as well as processing of 
agricultural produce It should also undertake cottage, 
small-scale, and village industries taking into account the 
available resources and skill 

5 Withdrawal of Membership 

The period of pooling lands should be at least, 5 years 
and even during this period, if a member can transfer the 
land to another member or to the society itself, he should be 
allowed to withdraw If a member is leaving a village, he 
should be allowed to retire and his land may be taken on 
lease Every retiring member who contributes land to the 
pool should get land in return However, land of equal 
productivity, not necessarily his own land, but some piece 
ot area of land should be given without dislocating the 
schemes 
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6 Management of Cooperative Farming Societies 
The decision making power m cooperative farming 
societies should vest only in the general body and not in a 
individual or a small group The managing committee should 
consist of only elected members and there should not be 
any nomination of the Board of Directors 

A Secretary capable of maintaining accounts and regis- 
ters should be appointed preferably from amongst the mem- 
bers themselves and an outsider may be appointed only when 
a suitable person is not available locally and suitable steps 
should be taken to tram a member of the society to assume 
the responsibility as Secretary A Secretary should also 
participate in the farm work for a minimum period along 
with other members 

Out of the profits, 10 per cent should be credited to 
reserve fund, 15 percent to be constituted for development 
fund which should be utilised with the approval of the general 
body, 10 percent maybe ear-marked for mutual aid fund, 
common good fund and share redemption fund should also 
be credited, at the same time leaving a substantial part of the 
profits as bonus for work done so as to create an incentive 
for the members to evince more interest Bonus may also be 
paid on the basis of return for land pooled , but non-members 
who have leased out their lands should not be eligible for 
bonus 

The scale of remuneration should be on par with the 
local rates Profits should be distributed among the members 
m proportion of the work done and land contributed 

Where the available man-power cannot be absorbed in 
agriculture operations, industries allied to agriculture should 
be developed as an integral part of the Co-operative Farming 
Scheme by setting up cottage small scale and village indus- 
tries on the basis of available resources and skill 

7 Pattern of Assistance 

1 General Co-operative Farming Societies should 
not be organised by raising exaggerated hopes about financial 
aids from outside 

2 Share capital contribution In order to enable the 
Co-operative Farming Societies to have adequate borrowmg 
power government may contribute to the share capital a sum 
not exceeding Rs 2,000 and generally equal to the amount 
raised by the members of a society Such contribution to the 
share capital should not be accompanied by Government 
nomination on the board of directors to the society 
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3 Managerial subsidy A subsidy of Rs 1,800 should 
be given to a co-operative farming society for a limited period 
of 3 years on a sliding scale for meeting its managerial 
expenses 

4 Godown - cum - Cattle - shed Co-operative Farming 
Society may be eligible for assistance for construction of a 
godown-cum-cattle-shed The ceiling on such assistance 
should be placed at Rs 5,000, 25% of this amount may be 
given as subsidy and the balance as loan 

5 Short-tern loans Short-term loans should be provi- 
ded by the Central Co-operative banks after taking into 
account the production plan of the co-operative farming

1 Special Officers In a block selected for intensive 
development and experimentation a special officer in charge 
of co-operative farming should be added to the Block team 
An auditor with special training should be attached to the 
block when a sufficient number of co-operative farming socie- 
ties have been established 

2 Advisory Bovrd Co-operative farming Advisory 
board should be established in each State A National Board 
for Planning and promoting co-operative farming may also 
be set up at the centre 

9 Education and Training 
160 Training Centres should be established during the 
next four years in such a manner that there might be one 
centre for every two districts These centres may be located 
or may form a wing of existing institutions in the district 
imparting training m agriculture, ruural development and 
co-operation The centres are expected to provide training 
to the secretaries of co-operative farming societies, office- 
bearers and members In addition, young fanners and pro* 
mismg leaders should be provided institutional training for a

Sri P V G Raju He has asked a series of 
questions, Sir I may answer, first, about the Melkote 
Committee Report The interim report is before us 
and it was submitted to us some time in the month of 
June last, I think According to this report, it has been 
suggested that the courses m Ayurveda and Unani 
should be so modified that Sudba Ayurveda and Sudha 
Unani alone should be introduced, that modern medicine 
content of the courses previously obtained should be 
also done away with In this matter, they suggested 
that Pre-University course should be the standard for 
admission to Ayurveda and Unani Unfortunately, 
there were not enough students to come forward and 
therefore we had prescribed that matriculation should 
be the minimum for entry into the particular course* 
Previously, we were having two courses-one four years 
course and one five and a half years course. For both 
Unani and Ayurveda they will have one single course 
in future The main report is expected, I think, any 
moment, Sir Dr. Melkote himself has devoted some 
time to this problem. He is a member of the Panel of 
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the Central Committee appointed, viz , Lakshmana- 
swami Mudahar Committee, to go into the question of 
suggesting ways and means for the various medical 
services. He is already in that Parliamentary Committee 
He is considering all issues and going to submit a report 

The second question put by bon. Sn Vavilala 
Gopalaknshnayya is about the Ayurveda Board The 
Ayurveda Board, as I said in my main answer, was not 
reconstituted The Board has been in operation since 
1957 with Dr Lakshmipati as the President of the 
Board He is a very venerable old gentleman and he

Statement showing the Recommendations made by the Indian 
Delegation to China and Action taken thereon to implement them 

Recommendation No 1 Pondage of ram water, wherever 
feasible, arrests soil erosion and in addition to direct irriga- 
tion, in some cases, also helps on in creasing the sub soil water 
level It is, therefore, desirable that greater attention be paid 
to even very small irrigation works Such works situated 
both m the catchment and in irrigation demand of large irri- 
gation works would continue to be useful 

Necessary action as indicated m the above recommen- 
dation is being taken in this State from time immemorial 
There are 58,000 ponds or tanks in the State for conserving 
ram water In view of this, no separate action is considered 
necessary in this regard 

Recommendation No 2 Construction of field channels 
should be aimed at on a community basis If the Agricul- 
tural co-operatives take up this work, the delay caused in 
acquisition of land and the winding nature of some of these 
field channels could be avoided 

The Registrar of Co-operative Societies has reported 
that at present this recommendation is being implemented by 
the Irrigation Co-operative Societies and that there is provi- 
sion in the bye-laws of these societies for digging up field 
channels on community basis 

Recommendation No 3 Use of silt from tank and pond 
beds and irrigation channels should be encouraged on a very 
large scale Apart from giving valuable manure, this would 
also help towards proper maintenance of the irrigation works 
concerned 

Removal of silt from tank beds for agricultural pur- 
poses is already being encouraged in this State However, 
the removal of silt is being restricted to the cases where such 
removal will not expose a porus strata 

Recommendation No 4 Possibilities of utilising even 
seasonal water supplies from streams by construction of 
regulating sluices should be examined and planned on a river 
basin basis 

This practice of diversion of stream water for seasonal 
supplies is a well established practice from the ancient times 
in this State and that amcuts, rough stone groynes serve this 
6 
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purpose Concentrated attention on the main diversion is 
being paid in the II and III Five Year Plan Schemes 

Recommendation No 5 Educating the cultivators m 
proper proportion of their fields for receiving irrigation is 
absolutely necessary and Propaganda to that eilect, including 
practical demonstrations should be carried out side by side, 
while the Irrigation Project is under construction Such 
preparation would include levelling of the land and construc- 
tion of side and Interior Bunds with a view to evenly distri- 
bute the Irrigation Water in the field 

It is necessary to educate the farmer in proper propor- 
tion of fields for receiving irrigation water even while the 
project is under construction Land levelling is being done 
generally after the projects are completed The Director of 
Agriculture has been instructed to see that such a work is 
taken up during construction stage itself in all future projects 
including the N S Projects under execution in this State 

Recommendation No 6 In case of Paddy Lands, the 
present practice of Flood Irrigation of Extensive Areas should 
be discouraged and construction of contour ditches under- 
taken to limit such Flood Irrigation 

It is considered not practicable to modify the existing 

irrigation channels and in a number of cases, no change is 

necessary However, under the new projects, this system is 

being implemented

Recommendation No 7 Use of local materials, indigen- 
ous modes of conveyance of material and use of indigenous 
implements should be encouraged and reliance of foreign 
machines, implements or costly materials such as cement and 
steel, reduced to the absolute minimum In this connection, 
the use of burnt clay pipes m place of cement concrete pipes, 
lime in place of cement and stone tempers in place of iron 
tempers should be encouraged Similarly, use of wooden poles 
for electric transmission lines, wooden wheel barrows wooden 
turbine gates and regulator shutters should also be examind 

Necessary action to use local materials, mdegenous 
modes of conveyance of materials and use of mdegenous 
implements m preference to foreign machines and implements 
is already being taken in Public Works Department Utmost 
economy is also observed m the use of cement and steel, lime 
and surki are being used in place of cement, wherever 
feasible The use of burnt clay pipes in place of cement 
concrete pipes is not in practice in Public Works Department 
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as it is considered uneconomical m the long run The use of 
stone tempers, m place of iron tempers is not m vogue in 
Southern India The recommendation regarding the use of 
wooden wheel, borrows, wooden turbine gates, Regulator 
shutters is being considered wherever feasible 

Recommendation No 8 Use of simple water lifting 
appliances like chains, pumps and water ladders should be 
encouraged for raising water over small heads 

Already simple water lifting appliances such as 
Picoeate, Archemedian screws are extensively used m paddy 
lands for raising nurseries, chain pumps, water ladders are 
also being used in this State 

Recommendation No 9 Training of technical man- 
power should be tackled also on a short term basis We feel 
that intelligent young farmers if trained for a few weeks in the 
practice of use of levelling and surveying instruments and 
give some basis training in construction of simple structures 
particularly those which they are likely to be required to handle 
would help to minimise the present accute shortage of techni- 
cal personnel at the lowest level such trained peasants 
should be placed in charge of construction gangs which will 
initially carry out a portion of the work as a model to be 
copied by the other peasants during construction This will 
be particularly helpful in construction of embankments, 
drainage channels, irrigation water courses, contour bunds, 
terraces construction of trenches for afforestation and the like 

This recommendation appears to be not practicable 
for the conditions prevailing in the southern India It is 
considered that unless there is a certain basic minimum 
general education on the part of the trainees, the handling of 
levelling instruments will not be practicable, after a short 
term course But the use of simple spirit levels etc , may 
however be possible Some training on these lines is already 
being given m the Agriculture Department It is also consi- 
dered that, but for the construction of the type of Engineering 
works generally handled by the Public Works Department 
this recommendation may not be a practical proposition 
except for very minor works 

Recommendation No 10 When a new type of work is 
undertaken, trained young peasants should be given an 
opportunity to study it in detail during its construction 
Additional works of this type in the area should be undertaken 
on the strength of the number of hands thus trained 
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Under each Scheme, wherever facilities exist for train- 
ing, the required personnel are being trained m each field 
This recommendation is therefore being implemented to the 
extent possible 

Recommendation No 11 Small Irrigation Works could 
be conveniently carried out by the local people, provided 
technical designs are prepared by Competent Engineers and 
made available to them It is considered desirable that 
standard technical designs for different types of work likely 
to be entrusted to the local people should be got prepared and 
supplied to the Local Institutions Such designs should be 
scrutinised from time to time and improved upon, based on 
the actual experience of their constructions in the field For 
the purpose, we suggest that study groups should be set up at 
the state and lower levels 

This recommendation will be implemented in places 
where conditions are feasible by the Irrigation branch of the 
Public Works Department 

Recommendation No 12 With a view to Exchange 
Technical Information and experience we consider that 
journals giving details of Small Engineering Works recently 
carried out should be got prepared in Local Regional Langua- 
ges by the states and circulated to the districts 

The above recommendation is being implemented to the 
extent possible in this state 

Recommendation No 13 Rather than stopping at the 
construction of anti-erosion structures, the production aspect 
of the work should be specifically brought under the purview 
of the soil conservation programme 

The follow on agronomical practices in the bunded 
areas are being advocated by the Agriculture Department 
Large Scale Demonstration Projects for intensification of 
Contour Bunding and Dry Farming methods have already 
been started to demonstrate the production aspect of the 
work in bunded areas and the recommendation is being imple- 
mented to the extent possible in this State 

Recommendation No 14 Educating the peasants in irri- 
gation management and soil conservation is an urgent neces- 
sity The technical staff concerned with these works should, 
during their visits, tours and campaigns in different villages, 
give suitable lectures to the peasants This training should 
be further supplemented by the use of charts, models, slides 
and films We consider it very essentially that the peasants 
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are actively associated with the soil conservation and Irriga- 
tion Management Programme 

This recommendation is being implemented in this 
State 

Recommendation No 15 In surveys for counter bunds, ter- 
races etc , where precision levelling is not absolutely neces- 
sary, use of indigenous levelling instruments should be en- 
couraged Their adoption would release the precision levelling 
instruments for use in important engineering construction 

Only indigenous levelling instruments are being used 
now by the Agriculture Department 

Recommendation No 16 Some of the agricultural prac- 
tices adopted in the " Eight Point Character of Agriculture " 
of China, such as intensive use of manures and fertilizers , 
improvement of soil, seed selection and seed breeding plant 
protection and control of plant diseases and pests , reform of 
tools and Farm Management could be adopted straight away 
with a few modifications to suit local conditions in different 
regions On the other hand, some of the practices advocated 
therein, such as deep ploughing and close planning should be 
first tried on an experimental basis in experimental stations 
and the validity of the claims made in their favour first 
scrutinised and tested before the same are recommended to 
the cultivators for general adoption 

This recommendation is being implemented to the 
extent possible in this State 

Recommendation No 17 With a view to educate the 
public in general and farmers in particular, Agricultural Exhi- 
bitions of a permanent nature should be set up in the states 
and at the Centre At these exhibitions the achievement of the 
different states as well as new items of Agricultural produc- 
tion undertaken by them should be highlighted The models 
and charts should be of an attractive nature and modern in 
oonception 

Necessary action is being taken to implement this re- 
recommendation to the extent possible in this State 

Recommendation No 18 Whenever concentrated action 
on any particular agricultural programme is desired, a cam- 
paign with clearly defined objectives should be launched 
throughout the country During such campaigns, educative 
propaganda should be carried out Farmers or groups of 
farmers obtaining outstanding achievements should be suit- 
ably rewarded and their achievement published In addition 
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to cash prizes, a letter of recognition from the Prime Minister 
of India would, we feel, be most encouraging 

This recommendation is already being implemented in 
this State Khanf and Rabi Campaigns to intensify food 
production is being carried out, where education propaganda 
is being done 

Farmers producing highest yield aie being awarded 
prizes by the State Government as well as by the Government 
of India The President of India is conferring certificates and 
prizes for Knshi Pandits 

Recommendation No 19 Utilisation of falls of canals 
and distributaries for water power of Hydro Electric Genera- 
tion, wherever feasible, should be encouraged 

During the Third Five Year Plan period, it has been 
pioposed to take up such canal Hydro-Electric Schemes for 
which required provision has been made in the Plan for 
implementing the above recommendation 

Recommendation No 20 Aflorestation work should be 
undertaken on mass scale, on waste and hilly lands which are 
at present devoid of any vegetation This work should be 
made the responsibility of Gram Panchayats and Village 
Cooperatives 

The Forest Department are taking neccssaiy action to 
implement the above recommendation 

Recommendation No 21 In order to enable proper use ot 
avoidable manpower a survey should be carried out as to the 
number of able bodied persons and the period during which 
they would be available for work Use of this manpower on 
the nearby works should receive adequate attention particular- 
ly in regard to their housing on or near the site of work and 
their transport to and fro In case some of these persons 
are skilled workers, it should be seen that their services are 
usefully utilised In short, all available manpower m the 
country should be harnessed and utilised towards community 
construction works during the periods, when the agricul- 
tural operations are at a stand still or are negligible This 
would also determine the number of works that could be 
simultaneously undertaken with the available manpower 

This recommendation is being implemented to the 
extent possible m this State 
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Committee to enquire into the Agriculture Problems

Dress Manufacturing Company, Vijayawada, during the year 
1956 and not in 1961

tions 

(1) that the applicants shall execute a mortgage deed 
hypothecating to the Government the building and machinery 
of the company as security for repayment of the loan and

(5) that the loan shall bear interest as follows 

first Rs 50,000 at 3% per anum 
balance of Rs 50,000 at 5^% per annum 

(6) that the portion of it, bearing interest at 3% per 
annum (Rs 50,000) shall be repaid in ten annual instalments 
of Rs 5,862 each and the balance of Rs 50,000 bearing inte- 
rest at 51% per annum, shall be repaid m ten annual instal- 
ment of Rs 6,663 each, the first instalment to be repaid on 
30-4-57 and the subsequent instalments on 20th April of every 
following year, until the entire loan with interest is repaid m

(9) that the Company shall abide by all the provisions 
of the Madras State Aid to Industries Act, 1922, as adopted, 
and the rules framed there under

(d) (i) In February 1958 

(n) In March 1958, the borrower Company represented 
to the Government that they have been gradually establishing 
themselves m the market and that they were facing competi- 
7 
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tion m the market and therefore, they might be given time till 
30-4-58 for the repayment of the loan amount The repre- 
sentation was then examined and the orders foreclosing the 
loan amount were stayed on 30-3-1958 As the Company 
failed to repay the instalment of loan as promised, the stay 
orders were vacated and the Collectors concerned were 
instructed to recover the amount 

In September 1958, the Company again repiesenled 
that a major portion of the loan sanctioned was spent for 
purchase of machinery and buildings, and as such, they were 
not able to extend their business to foreign countries The 
company, therefore, requested that the repayment of loan 
amount might commence from 30-4-1959 instead of 30-4-1957 
in order to save the infant industry 

While this representation was under examination, in 
July 1959, Sn Gudi Potharaju, one of the partners of M/s 
Mulakala Dress Manufacturing Co , submitted a Memoran- 
dum to the Government stating that he was dragged into the 
partnership firm by virtue of a number of misrepresentations 
made by the Managing Partner, that the Managing Partner 
was conducting himself as the Sole Proprietor of the firm, 
and was dealing with the Government, Banks and with all 
other customers without any reference to the petitioner, and 
requested that the orders to recover the loan from the petitio- 
ner by coercive measures might be stayed, pending enquiry 
into the affairs of the concern and to recover the loan from 
the Proprietor of the firm and from the Managing Partner, 
Sn M Mrutyamjaya Sn Mrutyamjaya also submitted a 
counter petition The case was then examined, in detail, and 
it was considered that the attachment proceedings taken by 
the Tahsildar, Addanki, might be closed The Collector, 
Guntur was therefore, asked in September 1959 to close the 
attachment proceedings stated to have been taken by the 
Tahsildar, Addanki
